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STUDENT  COUNCIL 


The  Student  Council  handles  a  large  percentage  of  the 
student  affairs  at  Astoria  High  School.  Although  it  is  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  administration,  it  capably  handles  the 
problems  of  the  student  body  in  an  efficient  manner  with 
little  or  no  help. 

The  large  council  of  forty-two  has  a  distinct  advantage 
over  the  groups  at  Astoria  High  School  in  former  years 
when  the  council  seldom  consisted  of  more  than  six  or  seven 
members.  The  student  body  is  more  adequately  represented 
and  has  the  opportunity  to  voice  its  opinion  more  actively. 

The  forty-two  members  who  make  up  the  council  include 
the  following:  the  student  body  officers  who  are  president, 
the  four  vice  presidents,  secretary,  treasurer,  yell  queen, 
student  athletic  manager,  Astor  Post  editor.  Assistant  Astor 
Post  editor,  Zephyrus  editor.  Assistant  editor  of  Zephyrus; 
the  four  class  presidents;  a  representative  from  each  third 
period  class;  and  the  principal  and  vice  principal  of  Astoria 
High. 

The  representatives  do  exactly  what  their  title  implies, 
represent  the  students.  They  bring  the  students'  opinion  to 
the  council  where  the  problems  facing  the  student  body  are 
analyzed  and  solved. 

The  council  is  divided  into  seven  committees  whose  chair¬ 
man  meet  each  week  to  determine  business  for  the  council 
and  to  decide  the  way  the  problems  will  be  introduced  to 
the  larger  group.  The  seven  committees  are  awards,  asrem- 
blies,  parking  and  traffic  control,  legislative,  school  spirit 
and  morale,  grounds  and  buildings  and  safety.

ATTENDANCE 

Prompt  regular  attendance  being  necessary  to  successful 
school  work,  students  should  be  absent  or  tardy  when  un¬ 
avoidable.  In  cases  of  absence  the  student,  upon  returning, 
should  bring  a  written  excuse  stateing  the  date  and  cause 
of  his  absence  and  bearing  the  signature  of  his  parents  or 
guardian.  This  is  presented  at  the  desk  in  the  Dean's  Room 
or  in  the  Vice-Principals  Office. 

TARDINESS 

Students  not  in  their  seats  when  the  bell  rings  are  con¬ 
sidered  tardy.  In  such  cases  a  tardy  slip  must  be  obtained 
from  the  office.  Persistent  tardiness  will  not  be  allowed. 

PRE-EXCUSES 

Students  wishing  to  be  excused  from  any  or  all  classes 
after  reaching  the  building  must  secure  an  excuse  blank  at 
the  office  and  have  it  filled  out  by  all  of  the  teachers  on 
your  regular  schedule.  After  the  dean  and  the  vice  principal 
have  also  signed  the  blank,  it  must  be  returned  to  the  office 
where  it  is  kept  for  reference. 

EXCUSES 

Students  who  have  been  absent  from  school  for  any  length 
of  time  must  bring  a  written  excuse  from  home  stating  the 
reason  for  absence  and  signed  by  the  parents  or  guardian. 
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The  girls  excuses  are  brought  to  the  dean  and  the  boys  to 
the  vice  principal.  You  will  then  receive  an  excuse  blank 
which  is  to  be  signed  by  all  of  your  teachers  and  returned 
to  the  office  at  the  end  of  the  day. 

Students  who  fail  to  bring  an  excuse  are  given  a  tem¬ 
porary  unexcused  absence  form,  which  will  be  replaced  by 
an  excused  absence  form  when  a  satisfactory  excuse  is 
brought  from  h.ome. 

STUDY  HALL  REGULATIONS 

Students  leaving  a  Study  hall  for  another  room  or  the  of¬ 
fice,  must  sign  up  on  the  study  hall  slip  which  is  provided 
by  the  teachers  in  each  room.  Not  more  than  or.e  boy  and 
g'rl  is  permitted  to  leave  the  room  at  one  time,  eve-  o^e 
being  required  to  return  within  a  three-minute  period  if  not 
excused  for  a  longer  time.  Students  should  not  conve-se 
v/ith  each  other  except  when  granted  permission  by  the 
teacher  in  charge.  When  permission  has  been  granted,  the 
pupil  should  communicate  only  for  a  reasonable  time. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  STUDY 

1.  Follow  your  program  regularly. 

2.  If  possible,  study  your  lesson  immediately  after  assign¬ 
ment  is  made. 

3.  Take  brief  notes  and  afterwards  study  by  outline. 

4.  Use  dictionary  and  reference  books  for  points  not  clearly 
comprehensible. 

5.  Toncentrate  your  mind  so  that  outside  interests  will  not 
freq’-ently  distrub  your  study. 

6.  Do  not  try  to  commit  exact  words  until  you  understand 
the  content. 

7.  Connect  the  important  facts  of  the  new  lesson  with  facts 
previously  learned. 
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8.  The  extra  efforts  spent  on  preparation  pays  the  greatest 
intellectual  dividends. 

LOCKERS 

Lockers  are  a  storage  compartment  in  which  students  keep 
their  books  and  necessary  school  equipment. 

Lockers  are  issued  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  year 
upon  entering  school.  A  locker  may  be  shared  by  two  or 
more  students. 

If  a  student  desires  to  place  a  lock  on  his  locker  he  may 
do  so.

REPORT  CARDS 

Report  cards  are  a  means  of  letting  the  parents  know  how 
well  their  students  are  doing  in  their  subjects. 

Report  cards  are  issued  every  nine  weeks  and  are  marked 
either  A,  B,  C,  D,  or  U.  A  meaning  (93-100)  Superior,  B 
(86-92)  Excellent,  C  (77-85)  Average,  D  (70-76)  Passing, 
and  U  (Below  70)  Failure. 

Report  cards  must  be  signed  by  a  parent  or  guardian  and 
returned  to  school. 

If  a  report  card  is  not  returned  to  school  a  fee  must  be 
paid  for  making  out  a  new  card.  This  fee  is  ten  cents. 
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GRADUATiON  REQUIREMENTS 

To  graduate  from  Astoria  High  school  a  student  must 
have  the  following  qualifications: 

( 1 )  Have  attended  four  years  of  high  school. 

(2)  Earned  19  units.  (A  unit  is  given  for  one  year  of 
satisfactory  work  in  each  subject) 

(3)  Completed  the  required  subjects. 

Freshman: 

English,  Social  Education,  Mathematics,  Physi¬ 
cal  Education. 

Sophomore: 

English,  Social  Science,  Biology,  Physical  Ed¬ 
ucation. 

Junior: 

English,  American  History,  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion. 

Senior: 

English,  Civics,  Physical  Education. 

A  student  may  take  as  many  subjects  as  he  desires  but 
every  student  is  advised  to  carry  five  subjects,  including 
physical  education,  each  year. 

NON-RESIDENTS 

Non-residents,  that  is,  pupils  whose  parents  live  outside 
of  the  Astoria  school  district,  are  allowed  to  go  to  Astoria 
High  School  if  there  is  no  accredited  high  school  in  their 
district.  In  this  case  the  school  district  from  which  the  stu¬ 
dent  comes  pays  the  tuition.  If  a  student  lives  within  a  dis¬ 
trict  where  there  is  an  accredited  high  school  but  insists  on 
coming  to  Astoria  High  School,  he  then  must  pay  tuition. 
Student  over  21  years  of  age  must  also  be  required  to  pay 
tuition. 


SCHOOL  FINANCES 

Money  from  all  organization  in  the  Astoria  High  School 
is  deposited  through  the  office.  Two  sets  of  books  are  kept, 
one  by  the  faculty  financial  adviser,  Miss  Lamb,  and  one  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  student  body.  Each  class  and  organiza¬ 
tion  keeps  a  separate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures. 
These  books  are  checked  monthly  with  the  books  of  the 
financial  adviser. 

Tl'e  student  body  funds  are  expended  by  action  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body,  and  organization  funds  by  action  of  the  club  or 
class  adviser.  All  purchases  must  be  preceeded  by  a  requisi¬ 
tion  signed  by  the  advisor  and  principal.  All  bills  are  paid 
by  checks  signed  by  the  principal.  A  financial  statement  of 
all  money  received  and  expended  is  made  each  month  and 
filed  in  the  office. 

SCHOOL  PROPERTY 

This  is  your  school  building  and  you  should  therefore 
care  for  it  in  the  same  manner  as  your  property.  Care  of 
school  property  on  the  part  of  the  students  show  an  appre- 
cation  for  what  has  been  provided.  We  are  not  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  to  request  the  school  district  for  additional  equipment 
unless  we  show  ability  and  the  desire  to  take  proper  care 
of  what  we  already  have. 

CLEARING  THE  BUILDING 

Students  should  be  out  of  the  school  building  by  3:45 
0  clock,  unless  they  are  staying  under  the  supervision  of 
some  teacher. 


DEAN'S  ROOM 

The  Dean  s  room  is  a  room  in  which  girls  who  become 
ill  during  school  hours  may  go  and  rest. 
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The  Dean’s  room  is  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Upham 
and  during  the  six  periods  of  the  day  she  has  helpers  who 
are  called  Dean’s  Lieutenants. 

This  room  is  not  to  be  used  by  any  student  as  a  study 
hall. 

STUDENT  EMPLOYMENT 

Many  students  in  the  High  School  are  partially  self-sup¬ 
porting.  Students  are  able  to  secure  employment  of  different 
typej  by  leaving  their  names  with  vice-principal  in  the  of¬ 
fice. 


LOST  AND  FOUND 

All  articles  either  lost  or  found  are  turned  into  the  dean 
of  girl's  office.  Books  and  other  school  equipment  are  turned 
into  the  office. 

STUDENT  BODY  ACTIVITY  TICKET 

A  student  body  activity  ticket  is  bought  by  every  student 
at  the  first  of  the  year  who  wishes  to  be  a  member  of  the 
student  body.  The  ticket  cost  $5.00  and  enables  the  purchas¬ 
er  to  attend  all  games,  plays,  concerts,  and  other  student 
body  privileges,  and  to  receive  the  Astor  Post  free  of  charge. 

STUDENT  INSURANCE 

This  is  a  Student  Mutual  Benefit  Plan  which  covers  any 
accidental  bodily  injury  that  may  occur  from  the  time  you 
leave  home  directly  at  the  close  of  school.  This  is  also  sub¬ 
ject  to  special  limitations.  The  price  is  $1.50  per  student  and 
will  pay  a  maximum  up  to  $300. 

DROPPING  OR  ADDING  CLASSES 

Dropping  and  adding  classes  must  be  referred  to  the 
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teachers  and  the  office  to  be  accepted  or  rejected.  A  form, 
which  can  be  obtained  in  the  office,  must  be  signed  by  both 
the  teacher  and  vice-principal. 

PARKING  AREAS 

Students  who  bring  cars  to  school  may  park  them  in  the 
student  parking  lot  in  back  of  the  school.  Teacher  parking 
is  reserved  in  I6th  street  and  on  Jerome.  Students  may  park 
on  the  side  of  Patriot  Hall  except  where  restricted  for  shop 
loading.  No  cars  may  be  parked  on  the  street  side  of  I6th 
street. 


CAFETERIA 

The  cafeteria  on  the  lower  floor  serves  wholesome  lunch¬ 
es  at  a  very  reasonable  cost.  Lunches  are  to  be  eaten  in  the 
lunch  room  and  rooms  1,  2,  4,  and  5  and  the  trays  are  to  be 
brought  back  to  the  cafeteria  and  stacked  when  through. 
Lunch  tickets  can  be  purchased  in  the  book  room,  which  is 
directly  across  from  the  office  every  Monday  morning.  They 
also  can  be  purchased  every  noon  at  the  same  location. 

ASSEMBLIES 

Student  body  meetings  are  held  in  the  gym  whenever  the 
student  body  president  and  principal  think  a  meeting  is 
necessary.  Other  assemblies  are  the  awards  talent,  pep,  in¬ 
stallation  and  various  other  ones. 

BULLETIN  BOARDS 

There  are  three  bulletin  boards  located,  one  at  each  end 
of  the  hall  on  the  third  floor,  and  one  at  the  west  end  of 
the  second  floor. 

On  the  east  bulletin  board  of  the  third  floor  is  placed  all 
scholastic  information.  On  the  other  two  bulletin  boards  can 
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be  found  information  on  current  and  comming  events,  the 
Astoria  High  Creed,  and  other  useful  information. 

REGISTRATION  AND  FEES 

Registration  for  the  next  school  year  is  at  the  end  of  the 
preceeding  school  year.  At  this  time,  students  are  required 
to  fill  out  a  schedule  program  for  the  following  year,  listing 
all  elective  and  required  subjects.  A  complete  four  year  pro¬ 
gram  is  also  projected  by  each  freshman  to  provide  direction 
to  his  high  school  program.  This  forecast  may  be  changed 
to  fit  changing  needs  of  the  student.

Students  are  not  eligible  for  activities  unless  class  work  is 

satisfactory  and  a  member  of  tbe  Associated  Student  Body. 

ATHLETICS 

(From  Rules  of  Oregon  High  School  Athletic  Association) 

1.  Students  Must  be  under  19  years  of  age. 

2.  Students  must  carry  three  full  and  regular  Subjects. 

3.  Students  must  be  doing  passing  work  in  three  of  these 
subjects. 

4.  Students  must  have  passed  in  three  full  and  regular  sub¬ 
jects  in  the  semester  immediately  preceding. 

5.  A  school  may  be  suspended  from  the  Association  who.se 
players  or  supporters  take  part  in  unsportsmanlike  con¬ 
duct. 

6.  A  student  coming  from  another  district  shall  not  be 
eligible  until  he  has  earned  at  least  one  Year’s  credits 
in  the  school  entered,  unless  his  parents  or  legal  guar¬ 
dians  are  bona  fide  residents  of  the  school  district  in 
which  the  school  is  located. 

7.  Any  student  who  receives  from  any  source  a  sweater  or 
other  article  of  intrinsic  value  as  a  reward  shall  be  de¬ 
clared  ineligible. 

8.  No  high  school  player  that  has  attended  high  school 
eight  semesters  will  be  eligible. 

LIBRARY  RULES 

1.  To  check  out  a  book 

Sign  your  name  and  English  room  on  the  card  in  the 
back  of  the  book.  Take  the  book  to  the  librarian’s  desk 
for  the  date  due  to  be  stamped. 

2.  To  return  a  book 
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Leave  the  book  on  the  table  inside  the  door  of  the 
library. 

3.  Fines 

Fines  for  overdue  books  are  one  cent  a  day  if  the  fine 
is  paid  in  cash  when  the  book  is  returned  or  two  cents 
otherwise.  Overnight  books  that  are  late  or  overdue 
cost  ten  cents.  Overnight  books  are  due  the  following 
morning  at  8:40. 

4.  Use  of  the  library 

Students  who  wish  to  use  the  library  must  first  have 
their  library  pass  signed  by  a  class  room  teacher  and 
then  by  their  study  hall  teacher.  This  slip  is  placed  by 
the  student  in  the  box  on  the  return  book  table.  It  is 
stamped  by  the  librarian  and  returned  by  the  librarian 
to  the  study  hall  teacher,  not  the  student.  Students  are 
required  to  be  in  the  library  by  the  first  five  minutes 
of  the  period  or  they  will  not  be  admitted.  Students  re¬ 
main  in  the  library  until  the  bell  rings  at  the  end  of  the 
period. 

Students  are  expected  to  read  or  study  quietly  without 
talking.  When  the  bell  rings  at  the  end  of  the  period, 
put  you  magazines  or  books  back  and  replace  your 
chairs.  Students  may  obtain  Free  Reading  Passes  from 
the  Librarian  permitting  them  to  the  library  with  the 
approval  of  study  hall  teacher.  While  there  they  may 
read  any  library  materials  they  wish.  Passes  are  revoked 
when  the  student  bothers  others  trying  to  study  by  talk¬ 
ing  loudly.  The  Reference  room  is  reserved  for  people 
who  have  reference  work  to  do.  Please  and  receive  per¬ 
mission  from  the  librarian  before  you  enter  the  reference 
room  to  study. 

5.  Hours 

The  library  is  open  from  8  o’clock  until  4  o’clock. 
Students  may  enter  the  library  freely  before  and  after 
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school  and  at  noon.  All  students  are  expected  to  move 
quietly  and  create  no  disturbance. 

6.  Circulation  of  books,  magazines  and  phonopaph  rec¬ 
ords.  Books  are  generally  circulated  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks.  Books  may  be  renewed  if  they  are  not  reserved 
for  someone  else. 

Books  or  magazines  on  reserve  may  be  circulated  oyer- 
nignt.  Magazines  are  circulated  for  a  two  weeks  period. 
To  take  out  a  magazine,  make  out  a  slip  giving  the  name 
date  of  the  magazine  you  want,  with  your  name  and 
English  room. 

7.  The  librarians  and  the  student  librarians  are  in  the  li¬ 
brary  to  help.  If  you  are  having  difficulty  finding  the 
answer  to  a  question,  or  selecting  a  book  to  read,  ask  any 
one  of  the  librarians  for  help.  We  maintain  a  picture 
collection  and  files  of  book  covers  to  help  in  book  re¬ 
ports. 

FIRE  DRILLS 

Signal — Ringing  of  the  fire  gong.  In  annex,  two 
short  rings  followed  by  long  continuous  ringing  of 
the  bell. 

Instructions — When  the  fire  signal  sounds  every 
teacher  should  give  the  command  for  all  pupils  to 
fall  iWo  double  line  inside  the  room,  facing  the  door. 
As  soon  as  all  are  in  line  and  with  the  teacher  at  the 
head  of  the  line,  begin  to  march  as  follows:

(7)  Rooms  12  and  13  march  four  abreast  and  follow 
Library  out  the  right-hand  front  door  and  remain 
standing  in  a  straight  line  on  the  cement  walk  to  the 
east. 

(8)  Rooms  20  and  21  unite  and  march  down  west 
stairs  four  abreast  out  the  southwest  door  and  re¬ 
main  standing  in  straight  lines  on  the  cement  walk. 

(9)  22  and  23  unite  four  abreast  and  march  out  the 
tunnel  door  and  remain  standing  in  straight  lines  on 
the  cement  walk. 

(10)  Rooms  24  and  29  unite  four  abreast  and  follow 
Rooms  22  and  23. 

(11)  Rooms  27  and  28  unite  four  abreast  and  march 
down  the  east  stairs  to  second  floor  and  then  out  the 
front  door,  forming  in  straight  line  to  the  west  on 
the  cement  walk. 

(12)  Rooms  25  and  26  unite  and  march  four  abreast 
southeast  escape. 

(13)  Shop  Classes  march  two  abreast  out  the  west 
door  of  shop,  turn  up  the  hill  and  form  straight  lines 
close  to  annex. 

(14)  Gymnasium  classes  march  two  abreast  out  the 
southwest  door  in  gym. 

(15)  Room  31  march  two  abreast  down  the  stairs 
and  out  the  front  door  of  annex  and  to  main  walk, 
facing  west. 
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(16)  Band  room  march  two  abreast  and  move  west 
on  driveway.

Each  year  the  students  at  AHS  carry  out  certain  activities 
set  up  by  former  students.  We  shall  try  to  mention  a  few 
of  these.

STUDENT  BODY  OF  ASTORIA  HIGH  SCHOOL 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  students  of  the  Astoria  High  School,  in  order  to 
provide  an  organization  for  the  settlement  of  certain  matters 
of  general  concern,  do  ordain  and  establish  the  following 
constitution  and  by-laws. 

CONSTITUTION 
Article  I 
Name 

Section  1.  The  name  of  the  association  of  students 
under  this  constitution  shall  be  the  "Associated  Student  Body 
of  the  Astoria  High  School.” 

Section  2.  Any  student  of  the  Astoria  High  School  is 
eligible  to  be  a  member  of  this  organization  provided  he 
pays  a  yearly  uniform  tax. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  this  organization  shall  be  held 
whenever  the  President,  with  the  consent  of  the  principal, 
deems  it  necessary,  by  direct  action  of  the  principal,  or  by 
the  initiative. 

Section  4.  By  the  initiative — the  signature  of  at  least 
5%  of  the  legal  members  of  the  association  shall  be  necessary 
Article  II 
Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  association  and  also 
student  council  members  shall  be;  president,  four  vice-presi¬ 
dents,  secretary,  treasurer,  athletic  mannager,  rally  squad 
leader,  editor  of  the  Astor  Post,  editor  of  the  Zephyrus,  four 
class  presidents,  student  store  manager,  and  room  representa¬ 
tives.  Officers  of  this  association,  but  not  student  council 
members  shall  be:  business  manager  of  the  Zephyrus,  busi¬ 
ness  manager  of  the  Astor  Post,  assistant  manager  of  the 
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Astor  Post,  advertising  manager  of  the  Astor  Post,  assistant 
advertising  manager  of  the  Astor  Post,  rally  squad  members, 
and  pepsters. 

Section  2.  The  president,  secretary  and  one  vice-presi¬ 
dent  shall  be  at  least  fifth  termers  when  elected.  One  vice- 
president  shall  be  chosen  from  each  of  the  Junior,  Sopho¬ 
more,  and  Freshman  classes.  The  treasurer  shall  upon  as¬ 
suming  office  have  completed  two  semesters  of  the  commer¬ 
cial  course. 

Section  3.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  this  association  and  shall  aprove  all  bills  in  writing  and 
sign  all  warrants  for  the  disbursement  of  funds,  and  shall 
perform  the  usual  duties  pertaining  to  that  office. 

Section  4.  The  vice-presidents  in  the  absence  of  the 
president  shall  assume  the  duties  of  the  president  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  order:  Senior,  Junior,  Sophomore  and  Freshman 
classes. 

Section  5.  The  secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Associated  Student  Body  and  of  the  student 
council  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  usually 
incumbent  upon  such  offices.  He  shall  file  all  records  with 
the  principal  of  the  High  School  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  and  the  treasurer  shall  prop¬ 
erly  report  all  money  received  to  the  faculty  treasurer.  He 
shall  present  all  bills  against  the  association  to  the  council 
at  its  regular  meetings  and  upon  the  approval  of  the  council 
and  the  principal,  he  shall  draw  checks  on  the  funds  of  the 
association,  pay  for  the  same,  which  checks  shall  be  reported 
to  the  faculty  treasurer  for  the  counter  signature.  He  shall 
make  a  monthly  report  in  writing  to  the  student  council  and 
ti  the  principal  concerning  the  condition  of  the  treasury. 

Section  7.  The  athletic  manager  shall  have  charge  and 
be  responsible  for  all  athletic  equipment.  He  shall  be  assisted 
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Ky  the  assistant  manager  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  JV’s; 
and  Fingerling  manager,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  Fing- 
erlmgs. 

Section  8.  The  executive  council  of  the  student  coun¬ 
cil  of  this  association  shall  consist  of  the  president,  four 
vice-presidents,  secretary,  treasurer,  athletic  manager,  editor 
of  the  Astor  Post,  editor  of  the  Zephyrus,  store  manager,  and 
rally  squad  leader. 

Section  9.  Superintendent  of  the  city  schools  as  well 
as  the  principals  of  the  high  scholl  shall  automatically  be¬ 
come  an  official  member  of  the  student  council. 

Section  10.  For  the  proper  administration  of  the  fi¬ 
nancial  business  of  the  association,  the  student  council  shall 
maintain  a  general  fund  and  such  other  funds  as  the  council 
shall  from  time  to  time  create.  Money  received  from  the 
various  activities  shall  be  placed  in  a  fund  for  the  activities. 

Section  11.  Supplies.  All  supplies  for  the  association 
shall  be  bought  by  requisition.  Requisition  blanks  shall  be 
issued  by  the  president  of  the  Student  Body  Association  and 
signed  by  the  principal  or  his  representative.  These  requisi¬ 
tions  shall  give  the  date  of  issuance,  the  person  to  whom 
delivered,  and  the  complete  description  of  the  article  to  be 
purchased. 

Section  12.  All  requisitions  for  supplies  amounting  to 
more  than  ten  dollars  must  have  the  approval  of  the  council. 

Section  13.  This  association  shall  not  assume  responsi¬ 
bility  for  any  supplies  bought  without  proper  requisition. 

Article  III 
Elections 

Section  1.  The  president,  first  vice-president,  second 
vice-president,  third  vice-president,  secretary,  treasurer,  treas¬ 
urer,  student  athletic  manager,  assistant  editor  and  assistant 
business  manager  of  the  Zephyrus,  assistant  editor,  assistant 
business  manager,  and  assistant  advertising  manager  of  the 
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Astor  Post,  student  store  manager,  rally  squad,  and  pepsters, 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  on  the  most  converrwnt  Friday  in 
April  each  year,  and  shall  take  their  respective  («fices  at  the 
following  student  body  meeting  and  shall  continue  to  hold 
their  offices  through  the  follow'ing  year.  y 

The  first  vice-president  must  bt;  a  senior  in  the  term 
following  his  election.  The  second  yice-p^aftdent  must  be  a 
junior  in  the  term  following  his 'election.  The  third  vice- 
president  must  be  a  sophomore the  term  following  his 
election.  The  fourth  vice-president  shall  be  elected  at  the 
first  student  body  meeting  in  September. 

Sction  2;  The  assistant  editor  shall  become  editor  of 
the  Astor  l%St;-the  asistant  business  manager  andithe  assist¬ 
ant  advertising  manager  sfjaHbecome  advertising  manager 
the  year  following. 

Section  3-  All  elections  must  be  conducted  by  the  fol¬ 
low'ing  rules: 

(1)  The  voting  shall  be  held  in  designated  polls,  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  the  home  room  teacher.  Precincts 
shall  be  created  by  assigning  home  rooms  to  cer¬ 
tain  polling  places,  recommended  polls  are  two  to 
a  floor. 

(2)  There  shall  be  at  all  times,  one  inspector,  one 
ballot  distributor,  and  one  clerk,  all  appointed. 

(3)  No  electioneering  or  soliciting  of  votes  shall  be 
permitted  on  election  day. 

(4)  The  clerk  shall  keep  an  official  poll  book,  which 
must  be  certified  by  the  principal  of  the  high 
school. 

(5)  No  one  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  his  or  her 
name  appears  on  the  certified  list,  or  unless  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  registration  is  obtained  from  the  prin¬ 
cipal,  no  one  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  the 
treasurer’s  books  show  that  all  of  his  taxes  are 
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paid  up  to  the  day  of  election.  A  certified  list 
shall  be  placed  in  the  possession  of  each  teacher. 

(6)  The  ballots  shall  be  counted  by  appointees  of  the 
election  officers,  under  faculty  supervision,  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  close  of  the  pools,  and  results 
of  the  election  shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin 
board  as  soon  as  the  counting  is  over. 

(7)  Officers  of  this  association  shall  be  nominated  at 
a  meeting  held  at  least  one  week  before  the  elec¬ 
tion  day  of  each  year. 

(8)  The  form  of  the  ticket  shall  be  that  used  in  elec¬ 
tion  by  the  Australian  ballot  system. 

(9)  The  officers  of  this  association  must  receive  a 
plurality  of  votes. 

(10)  There  shall  be  no  class  or  organization  elections 
held  before  the  student  body  elections  in  the 
spring. 

Section  4.  The  nominating  committee  of  the  student 
body  shall  be  appointed  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  date 
of  nominations,  and  shall  consist  of  two  seniors,  two  juniors, 
one  sophomore,  and  one  freshman.  There  shall  be  three  boys 
and  three  girls.  This  committee  shall  consider  carefully  the 
qualifications  of  all  proposed  nominees  for  office  and  shall 
nominatet  at  least  two  condidates  for  each  office.  Faculty 
advisors  shall  be  consulted  concerning  qualifications  for  the 
various  offices.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  shall  be  a 
senior.  The  report  as  adopted  by  the  student  body  shall  be 
placed  upon  the  ballot  and  voted  as  provided  in  the  constitu¬ 
tion. 

Section  5.  In  accordance  with  parliamentry  procedure 
additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  petition  containing  the  signatures  of  seventy-five 
(75)  legal  voters. 
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Article  IV 

Section  1.  Should  any  vacancies  occur  in  any  office  of 
this  association,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  election. 

Section  2.  Should  three  or  more  vacancies  occur  in  the 
executive  committee,  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  reg¬ 
ular  election  as  provided  in  this  constitution,  Article  III. 
/Article  V 
Amendments 

Section  1.  Amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be 
proposed  in  writing  at  any  meeting  when  they  shall  be  read 
for  the  first  time;  at  a  meeting  held  not  sooner  than  one 
week  thereafter,  they  shall  be  read  a  second  time  and  voted 
on.  A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  adoption. 

Section  2.  The  by-laws  of  the  constitution  may  be 
changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  student  council. 
Article  VI 
Miscellaneous 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  to  audit  the  accounts  of  all  the  officers  of  the  associa¬ 
tion,  to  require  all  officers  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  constitution;  to  approve  all  expenditures  of  money;  to 
take  charge  of  all  elections  and  entertainments;  and  in  gen¬ 
eral  to  consider  the  welfare  of  the  students  and  of  the  high 
school;  and  to  bring  all  questions  before  the  student  body 
when  it  shall  seem  necessary. 

Section  2.  This  constitution  may  be  revised  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Principal.  This  is  done  to  keep  the  constitu¬ 
tion  upto  date  and  functional. 

BY  -  LAWS 
Article  I 

Section  1.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  this 
association  in  cases  where  they  are  applicable,  in  which  they 
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are  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  or  by-laws  of  this 
constitution. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  A  yearly  tax  amount  to  be  set  by  the  stud¬ 
ent  council,  which  will  entitle  members  to  the  Astor  Post, 
senior  play,  junior  play,  concerts,  regularly  scheduled  games 
and  student  body  privileges  must  be  paid  by  all  members  who 
wish  to  belong  to  this  association. 

Sect. on  2.  All  students  failing  to  pay  the  annual  stud¬ 
ent  tax  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  hold  office,  vote,  or 
any  way  represent  this  association. 

Article  III 

Section  1.  On  Class  Day  in  May,  a  student  body  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  held,  at  which  the  newly  elected  president  shall 
preside. 

Article  IV 

Section  1.  For  violation  of  Article  III,  Section  3,  Part 
3,  of  the  constitution  of  this  association,  by  a  candidate,  his 
name  shall  be  struck  from  the  ballot,  and  his  privilege  to 
vote  at  the  present  election,  annulled. 

Section  2.  For  violation  of  Article  III,  Section  4,  by 
a  student,  not  on  the  ballot,  the  said  ihall  forfeit  all  claims 
to  student  body  membership  for  a  period  of  one  month  from 
the  time  of  the  violation. 

Section  3.  The  executive  council  shall  render  decisions 
on  all  such  violations. 

Article  V 

Section  1.  Each  home  room  shall  have  a  representa¬ 
tive  selected  from  same. 

(a)  The  manner  of  selection  shall  be  by  nomination 

and  election  by  simple  majority  under  the  supervision 

of  the  teacher. 

(b)  His  duties  are:  to  handle  the  sale,  in  his  room,  of 


all  tickets  pertaining  to  student  activities,  in  which  he 
is  subject  to  student  activities,  in  which  he  is  subject  to 
the  criticism  of  the  managers  and  heads  of  such;  and  to 
be  of  general  help  to  the  teacher. 

Article  VI 

Section  1.  Athletice  letters  or  emblems  shall  be  award- 
on  the  following  basis; 

(a)  A  game  shall  include  any  regular  scheduled  inter¬ 
scholastic  contest. 

(b)  All  students  who  play  in  one-half  of  the  quarters 
of  all  football  games. 

(c)  All  students  who  play  in  one-half  of  the  quarters 
of  all  basketball  games. 

(d)  All  parts  of  quarters  or  halves  shall  be  counted  a.' 
halves  or  quarters. 

(e)  Baseball — Students  must  play  three  innings  in  at 
least  one-half  of  these  games. 

(1)  A  Varsity  letter  shall  be  awarded  for  a  mini¬ 
mum  of  eight  (8)  "A”  school  games. 

(2)  A  JV  letter  shall  be  awarded  for  a  minimum 
of  eight  (8)  "B”  school  games. 

(3)  ”B”  school  games  may  not  be  substituted  for 
"A”  school  games.  "A”  school  games  may  be  substi¬ 
tuted  for  "B"  school  games. 

(f)  Students  receiving  on  (1st)  first  place  and  one 
(2nd)  second  place,  or  a  total  of  seven  (7)  points  in 
a  dual  meet.  Students  receiving  five  (5)  points  in  a  tri¬ 
angular  meet.  Students  receiving  a  total  of  nine  (9) 
points  for  the  season. 

(g)  A  certificate  shall  be  awarded  to  the  four  best 
golfers  on  the  golf  team. 

(h)  Manager  of  Varsity  teams  receives  a  letter  for  the 
year. 
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(i)  To  a  senior  yell  leader  who  shall  be  present  at  all 
first  team  home  games. 

(j)  The  managers  of  first  team  shall  make  out  a  list 
of  all  men  eligible  for  letters  on  the  above  basis  and 
hand  it  to  the  coach  of  the  team.  After  he  has  approved 
it,  the  student  body  president  shall  award  the  letters. 

(k)  A  gold  pin  "A”  shall  be  awarded  to  all  debaters 
competing  in  at  least  one  debate.  For  a  debater  who  has 
already  earned  a  pin  there  shall  be  awarded  (with)  a 
bar  for  each  other  year. 

(l)  Special  letters  or  pins  of  any  kind  shall  be  award¬ 
ed  only  on  unanimous  recommendation  of  the  executive 
com.mittee. 

(m)  Manager  (assistant  Varsity  manager)  of  the  JV 
team  receives  a  JV  letter  for  the  year. 

( 1 )  Assistant  Varsity  manager  after  two  years  of 
service  and  his  eighth  term  may  be  recommended  by 
the  coach  for  a  Varsity  letter. 

(n)  Manager  of  the  Fingerling  team  receives  a  unm- 
eral  for  the  year. 

(o)  Letters  shall  be  presented  to  those  second  team 
( IV)  members  who  have  been  officially  recommended 
using  the  same  basis  for  qualifying  as  the  Varsity, 
Section  2. 

(a)  Varsity  yetters  shall  be  block  style  emblems,  7 
inches  high.  Gold  on  Purple  background. 

(b)  JV  athletic  letters  shall  be  block  style  emblems  6 
inches  high.  Purple  on  Gold  background. 

Section  3. 

(a)  There  shall  be  a  freshman  and  JV  (sophomore) 
rally  squad  consisting  of  seven  members,  and  a 
Varsity  (juniors  and  seniors)  consisting  of  three 
members. 
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(b)  All  members  o(  the  Varsity  rally  squad  shall  be 
elected  in  the  annual  student  body  elections  in  the 
spring. 

(c)  The  Varsity  rally  squad  leader  shall  be  elected 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  student  council. 

(d)  The  freshman  and  sophomore  rally  squads  shall 
provide  experience  for  members  to  work  up  to  the 
Varsity  squad.  No  emblems  shall  be  worn  and  no 
awards  made. 

(e)  The  Varsity  rally  squad  members  shall  receive  the 
regular  "A”  for  one  year  service  and  an  embelm 
for  two  years  service. 

(f)  The  number  of  emblems  to  be  on  the  rally  squad 
will  be  decided  by  the  student  council  each  year.
